Dr. Paul Moody Dies 


Sadness prevailed in Northfield last 
Tuesday morning when it was learned 
that Dr. Paul Dwight Moody, D.D., 
son of the late Dwight Lyman Moody, 
who founded the Northfield Schools 
and Conferences, and great religious 
and educational leader, had passed in 
death at his home in Shrewsbury, 
Vt., after a period of failing health. 
His last appearance here was at the 
General Conference where he occupied 
a seat on the platform. 


DR. PAUL DWIGHT MOODY, D.D. 


Dr. Moody was born in Baltimore 
April 11, 1879, the son of Dwight L. 
and Emma (Revell) Moody. He was 
graduated from Yale in 1900 and was 
ordained to the ministry in 1912. 
He had studied in the colleges of 
Scotland and at the Hartford Theolo- 
gical Seminary. 

He married Charlotte May Hull, of 
Southport, Conn., April 14, 1904, who 
survives with two daughters, Char- 
lotte and Margaret. He ministered to 
churches as St. Johnsbury, Vt.; in 
Madison Avenue Church in New York 
City and of recent years at the First 
Presbyterian Church in New York. He 
was president of Middlebury College 
for several years since 1921 and dur- 
ing World War I became senior chap- 
lain of the Chaplain’s Corps of the 
A. E. F. During World War II he 


served as liaison officer with the 
Protestant churches and Chaplain 
Corps. 


He was active in many national 
movements and had received decora- 
tions from several foreign govern- 
ments. His visits to Northfield were 
frequent where he served as a trustee 
of the Northfield schools.
